Elder Carey Morgan Writes of 
Italy. 

Elder Carey E. Morgan, of Paris, 
who is touring Europe and the Holy 
Land, from on board the Canopic April 
6, writes of his first view of Italy. 
Landing in Naples Elder Mogan visit- 
ed the museum and other points of in- 
terest in the ancient Italian seaport. 
Extracts from his letter to Mrs. Mor- 
gan follows : 

“Onboard ‘Canopic,’ April 6- -I have 
just had my first view of Italy. Ves- 
uvius and the Bay of Naples. The sea 
is blue, the sky is bright, though it is 
not warm. We are now within an 
hour of landing. Ischia |s at our left 
and Capix at our right. We have had 
a fine voyage in spite of the week of 
rough weather. I am well and am 
deeply grateful for Laving been kept 
so. 

“We have changed our plans a lit- 
tle and go to Rome direct from Naples, 
then on our return from the Holy Land 
and Gara. we who expect to go home 
by way of Europe will see Venice and 
Meunich and go on North from there. 

“We have landed in Naples after 
much delay in the customs house, and 
after lunching on board the steamer, 
we went direct to the museum from 
the"boat. This museum has the finest 
collection of antiquities in the world. 
Whole rooms full cf wonderful things 
dug out of the ruins of Pompeii. It 
was all very wonderful. Besides the 
vases in bronze and silver, the fbrace- 
lets tof gold, and rings. There were 
cooking stoves and utensils, great 
hed3, bedsteads, statues, mosaics, 
pictures, physicians' and dentists’ 
tools and instruments, and a thousand 
other things from the same ruins, be- 
sides many treasures dug from ruins 
in Rome and other Italian cities. 

“We then went to the Aquarium in 
respect to its water curiosities, the 
most wonderful in the world. You 
remember how I enjoyed the Fisheries 
Building at Chicago’s World’s Fair, so 
you may be sure l enjoyed this. We 
are now at the Hotel Victoria. It 
fronts on the bay and is a fine place. 
Everything is so delightfully foreign 
and strange. You would laugh your- 
self sick if you^were here to see some 
of the mistakes I make. 1 will save 
my elevator experience to tell when 1 
get home. 1 have seen something of 
Soronto and can look out over the Bay 
of Naples from my hotel window. It 
is a great delight to me. I am ready 
now to eat my first dinner in a foreign 
hotel.

Comet Conspicious Early Next 
Month. 

Halley’s Comet, according to Prof. 
Jermain G. Porter, of the Mt. Look- 
ont Observatory, will be most con- 
spicious in the early part of May. It 
is still approaching the earth and is 
now in its period of greatest develop- 
ment. 

On May 2 the comet passes Venus, 
which will also be at its period of 
greatest brillancy.and the two heaven- 
ly bodies will only be twelve degrees 
apart in the sky. From|now until May 
14 the comet will be visible in the 
early morning, risirg two hours before 
the sun. 

On May 8 the comet will pass 
directly between the earth and the 
sun, at a distance from the earth of 
14,000,000 miles, which as astronomers 
reckon space, is comparatively short. 

Prof. Porter give his asurance that, 
although the tail of the comet will 
sweep the earth, no harm or danger 
of any kind may be feared. This tail 
is composed of impaioable mist which 
even the most retired observations will 
be unable to detect.

The new operator's pen- 
cil was traveling rapidly over the pa- 
per, while his friends aud fellow citi- 
zens crowded closely upon him aud 
read as he wrote bulletin No. 7, “Mark 
ilanna has locked up Republican head- 
quarters aud gone home.” 

The roar of the crowd was drowned 
by the roar of exploding giant powder. 

Buildings shook, windows rattled, ac- 
companied by the crash of broken 
glass. The celebration was on. and 
Shorty McIntyre was alone. 

The celebration lasted for two days. 

The morning after election the regular 
operator had recovered sufficiently to 
transcribe messages announcing Mc- 
Kinley’s victory. Those who were 
sober enough to understand them 
didn't believe them. After several 
warnings of what would happen to 
him if he didn’t quit “trying to fool 
people” the operator desisted aud join- 
ed in the general jubilation. Not until 
the arrival of the Denver papers on the 
second day did that camp awake to a 
realization of the outcome of the elec- 
tion, and then there was not sufficient 
energy left to vent even indignation 
upou Shorty, much less to take re- 
venge. On the third day the volunteer 
operator was more |»opuIsr than ever, 
for all admitted he had given them the 
time of their lives.— New York Post.
